JONAS KING’S HEIRS SEEK TO RE- 
COVER BIG ESTATE. 


Judge Candler Will Have To Pass on 
Two Murder Trials and Give Ver- 
‘dict in Embezzlement Case 
of Rev. W. M. Bridges.

Rome, Ga., January 18.—Judge John §S. 
Canler, of Atlanta, is presiding in place of 
Judge W..M. Henry in superior court, the 
latter being disqualified in a number of 
cases. Quite a Humber of cases will come 


*up for consideration before that body, the 


most impo t being those of Lester 
Echols, char with the murder of the 
marshal of Seney, arid Frank Evans. 
charged with the murder of Will Coleman. 

The first case called that of the heirs of 
law of the estate of Jonas King against 
L. Lytle and others for the recovery of 
property amounting to about $200,00—in- 
volves the extensive Lytle park property, 
together with the spring, a large number 
of residence and the King springs and lands 
adjacent, which were u part of the estate 
of J..J. Cohen, which makes his daughter, 
Mrs. Harry Schlesinger, of Atlarifa, indi- 
rectly one of the defendants. The Cherokee 
Masonic temple property and a great deal 
of real estate in the city are also involved. 

The suits grew out of the fact that the 
widow of Jonas King disposed of her life 
interest in the property, and the eight heirs 
claim that she was not in a position to 
make a legal title to.the property and that 
since,her death they are entitled to recovr 
from those who purchased property 
through her. 

There is a fine array of legal talent, Colo- 
nel E. N. Broyles, of Atlanta, being leading 
counsel for the complainants. 

The case of the state against Rev. W. M. 
Bridges, ex-county school commissioner, 
charged with embezzlement, will come up 
for a hearing during the week. The audi- 
tor’s hearing is still going on and sensa- 
tional developments are anticipated. 


KING OSCAR OF SWEDEN. 


The European Monarch Who Is Just 
Now # Very Important Figure. 
From ,The- San Francisco Chronicle. 

An important figure in the Venezuelan 
controversy is one of the most -respected 
monarchs fm Europe. Oscar 11, king of Swe- 
den and Norway, is a man of sixty-seven, 
with a benevolent countenance, a full gray 
beard and 4 stalwart figure. In his youth 
he was a-sailor, and he still retains the 
- bluff manners of-a follower of the sea. 

He is the fourth sovereign of the line of 
Charles Jean Bernadotte, who, by a singu- 
lar accident, was raised from the station 
of a simple burgher to that of a marshal 
jn Napoleon's army, At the death of 
Charles XIFI the parliament of Sweden, 
acting under orders from the all-powerful 
conqueror, chose Marshal Bernadotte to 
succeed him, and he ascended the throne 
under the name of Charles X1V. He had 
wit enough to cut aloof from the emperor 
when the fatter rushed on his doom, and 
thus at the reconstruction which followed 
he retained his crown and bequeathed it 
to his gon, Oscar I. That politic monarch 
managed to keep out of the Schleswig- 
Holstein dispute, and retained the good 
will of both Prussia and Denmark; so he 
died“at peace with all men, though sorely 
stricken in, body, in the year 1859. He was 
‘sucteeded by his son, Charles “XV, who 
united Sweden and Norway, and reigned 
till 1872, when the present sovereign ascend- 
ed the throne. 

The duties of reigning are not congenial 
to Oscar IL. He is a poet, a musician and 
a man of science. He has written many 
books, some of which dre as good as if 
they had not been written by a king. He 
wrote a drama, in French, which has been 
played to full houses. _He is a correspond- 
ing member of the Frankfort Academy of 
Sciences. - His memoir of Charles XII holds 
a high place im historical literature. His 
inaugural address to the rigsdag contained 
some stirring p es. 

‘i am deeply penetrated,’’ said he, “with 
the sense that tne royal crown, which has 
fallen to me as heir, is not lerit to me for 
mére outer splendor;:rather, I know and 


of which the cfown is a symbol, has been 
laid upon me to promote tne welfare of 
the brother nations,” | 
The task whieh fell upon his shoulders 
was, indeed, @me which oz AY have ap- 
palled a less intrepid soul. e had to ad- 
minister the government of two nations 
which had been artificially put together in 
‘harness, and whos: aime and temper are 
as far apart as the poies. He had to con- 
tend against such political foes as Ibsen 
and Bjornsen. The latter once actually 
challenged the king to mortal combat. He 
had to handle three houses of parliament— 
two in Sweden, one i. Norway. There has 
hardiy been a day in his reign when he 
did not need to remind himself of his own 
apothegm: “A king must ever know how 
to subordinate all the taelinations of his 
character, “however lugitimate, to the exi- 
gencies of political policy.” 
Whenever he could Oscar has sought re- 
lief from the cares of public business in 
his country house in the sound of Helsing- 
borg. There, with his wife, the beautiful 
and gifted Sophia of Nassau, and their 
four stalwart boys, he has led the life of “I 
studious country gentleman, working out 
problems in Arctic navigation and writing 
verses On pastoral themes. they sit 
at an + a window, breathi the strong 
air of the north, inhaling ‘the summer 
breezes, and letting the sea vapor fan their 
brows. An awning co -& veranda, bor- 
dered with flowers bat in sufishine, from 
which a Johg stretch of sea rolls under their 
eyes. Hére the king tells his family the 
old, strange sagas of Sweden’s past, and 
carries them back to the days of Wodin 
and the Northmen.

HEALTH BOARD LINES UP FOR |. 


AN ITIPORTANT CRUSADE, 


WANT A NEW DEPARTMENT 


Dr. McRae Says the Heeltl. Interest of 
the City Demands That This New Step 
in the Direction of Scientific Progress 
Be Taken—Will Search Out the Deadly 
Disease Germs in Milk—Will Be a 
Strong Guard Against Spread of Diph- 
theria. ne cee are 


The board of health of Atlanta is get- 
ting ready to wage a scientific war on bac- 
teria. The city’s sanitary guardians have 
decided to keep the health department 
abreast ‘with the march of science. 

This move called for the establishment 
of anew department—the bacteriological 
department. Professor McCandless has 
been placed in charge of the department 
and will soon have all the necessary equlp- 
ment ready for the work. 

The importance of this step by the board 
of health cannot be over-vestimated. As 
now conceded by all physicians, a great 
many diseases owe their origin to the 
presence of bacteria, or germs which poison 
the system, It has been demonstrated that 
in“asingle drop.of blood millions and mil- 
lions of microbes may exist, and in a few 
hours they may increase mahy million 
times. 

These minute germs immediately upon 
entering the system begin to circulate and 
poison thé system until disease develops. 
There are many diseases which cannot be 
correctly diagnosed without restrt to a 
microscopic inspection, so there will be a 
microscopic department.in connection with 
the bacteriological department. 

What Dr. McRae Says. 

Dr. ‘MoRae, the secretary pf the board 
of health, gave an Evening Constitution 
reporter a statement concerning the new 
movement lately inaugurated voy the 
board, He said: 

“We are determined to keep the health 
department of Atlanta up to the. highest 
standard and have established the bac- 
terlological and microscopic departments. 
These will be under the direction and 
supervision of Professor McCandless. The 
cost to the city will not be more than $00 
a year. As is well known, the purity of 
food products’ cannot be scientifically dis- 
covered without the use of the microscope. 
Water may be chemically pure and still 
contain germs that will produce typhoid 
fever and various other diseases. A chemi- 
eal analysis of water will show the pres- 
ence of ammonia, the nitrates and chio- 
rides, indicating that the water is contami- 
nated and may be a source of danger; a 
microscopic inspection demonstrates the 
presence of the disease germs themselves. 

Determination of Diphtheria. 

“One of the principal functions vf this 
department will be scientific determination 
of diphtheria. Membraneous croup ts often 
mistaken for diphtheria, and-vice versa. 
Simple throat troubles are not infrequently 
thought to be diphtheritic. The reason‘for 
an examination is that the Kliebs-Lieffler 
bacillus is generally accepted as pathog- 
nomonic of diphtheria and its presence can 
only be determined by a microscopic 1n- 
spection of the membrane or secretions 
from affected parts. You can see how un- 
just it would be to quarantine a chiid with 
a simple sore throat. — : 

‘*Milk often contains disease germs which 
will produce typhoid fever and even tuber- 
culosis. It is the intention of the board of 
health to make this department as periect 
as possible. 

“Atlanta is sure to keep ahead in every- 
thing and it is not going to get behind the 
scientific world in its war on bacteria.”’

The Embarrassing Situation of the 
Turkish . Sultan.

The “Commander of the Faithful” is at 
present fifty years of age. He is of middling 
stature, rather under than over the aver- 
age, and of weakly constitution. His coun- 
tenance has no wicked expression and is 
of the Circassion type from the mother’s 
side, but bearing the marks of degenera- 
tion. The eyes are haggard, the forehead 
insignificant and narrow, the eyebrows 
very thick, forming two great arches, 
which coalesce. The large nose dominates 
the whole physiognomy and is’ slightly in- 
clined to one side at the lower extremity. 
The mouth is large, the lips thick. The 
sultan wears his bearu long, and care has 
sprinkled ‘his hair and beard with silver 
within the last. few. years. It is a family 
tradition among the heirs of Osman to 
speak in a loud voice. Abdul Hamid’s ut- 
terance is strident and imperious. It is 
the voice of a master addressing those 
whom he regards as his slaves. 

Ever since he. has been on the throne 
Abdul Hamid.has rarely gone to bed at 
night to rise iw the morning Jike an ordi- 
nary mortal. e seldom retires until 
dawn, but rises ain at 8 o’clock, having . 
spent the night hard at work listening to 
reports and attending to the affairs of 
state. When he has nothing’ else to do 
he reads Frénch detective stories, for he 
has an ali-pervading idea that conspira- 
@ies are being hatched against him, and 


Nobody. knows where 
he will spend any part of the day or even- 
ing. Often he enters a building, and,. 
while the sentries at the door believe he is 
inside, he has left by a back door and 
gone to some other building.

The bridegroom and three guests 
were stabbel before the police moved upon 
the wedding feast, which had become a 
riot, and. overpowered the enraged and 
disappointed suitor. The man with the 
knife was John Ornish. He is a tall, pow- 
erfully built Hungarian. He had wooed 
Agnes Hafri, and fer a long time he 
thought that the gir] returned his love. 

Then Michael Roman met Agnes. Soon 
Roman and Agnes were betrothed and Or- 
nish concealed his chagrin and was first 
to congratulate the couple. The wedding 
todk place last evaning at the home of the 
bride, 118 Sheriff street. The ceremony 
was over. The fenst was at its height. 
Everybody. was merry and the spfrit of the 
wine press loosened the tongues of the 
guests. Then some one who had forgotten 
all prudence, turned to Ornish and in a jok- 
ing way chided him for his Ml luck in not 
winning so fair a bride. 

A second later the guest wished that his 
idle words had never left his lips. Ornish, 
who had been trying to conceal his feelings, 
became on fire with anger. He roared a

BOUCICAULT’S HORSE KILLED. 


An Act of Mercy to a Decrepit Ol 
Animal. 
From The New York Journal. 

A remarkable old anima! has just met 
a violent death in this city. So far as 
known he was the oldest horse in active 
service in New York. That he was more 
than 31 years old is certain. The average 
age of a horse is 24 or 25 years. His own- 
ers, Clarke Bros.,.of West TTiirty-seventh 
street, had to feed him on soft stuff, such 
as bran mashes. 

And yet this old horse carried weights 
that would balk a young and vigorous 
animal. He ‘never had a day’s idleness 
through sickness. _He was a black: horse, 
fifteen hands high, and up to the day of 
his death he was perfectly sound. 

One of the most interesting facts in the 
old horse's history was that for a number 
of years he was owned by Dion Boucicault, 
the famous playwright and actor. Bouci- 
cault bought him at auction about the 
time that “The Shaughraun’’ was first pro- 
duced in this city.. He pulled Boucica@ult’s 
brougham to and from the theater during 


‘all his engagements in this city. He was 
‘@ very spirited brute in those days. Twice 


he smashed the brougham and ran away. 
The animal eventually passed into the 
possesion of Bernard Murphy, who did a 
trucking business. When, in 1893, Murphy 
sold out his business to Clarke Bros., he 
told them the old horse’s history and 
asked them’ to be as kind to him as pos- 
efble. Murphy told Clarke Bros... as an in- 
stance of the brute’s intelligence, h one 
eight years after Boucicault had 
parted with the horse, his coachman hap- 
pened to be in Mugphy’s place. The coach- 
man was astonished to hear that the old 
horse was still alive and hearty, but all

APPROPRIATION FOR THE NEW 
BUILDING COMES TODAY. 


Marks Another Step in the Growth of 
Atlanta’s Progressive Depart- 
ment—Where It Will Be 
Located. 


At the meeting of the city council this 
afternoon an appropriation will pe made 
for the fitting out of No. 8 fire station. 

During the incumbency of Mayor King 
an appropriation was made and the mod- 
ern fire house that 18 now ready to be oc- 
cupied was built. The city bought the va- 
cant lot on the corner of Church and 
Spring stréets, and it is here that the new 
station is situated. 

For several months No. $ has st201 com- 
pleted, waiting for the apparatus and fire- 
men. Before the month is out any call 
from this section will be responded to by 
the new corps of fire fighters. 

All that is required to make No. 4 an 
active company is the »pprop-intion. The 
fire force that was in active service during 
the exposition is waiting for Chief Joyner 
to notify them that their services gre 
wanted and the new company will be made 
up of the exposition extra force. 

Chief Joyner thinks that to nut In ap- 
paratus and to pay the salurtes of eleven 
men, the force used ina single house, it 
will cost about $15,000. But owing to the 
fact that there is a good cliemical engine 
in reserve that can be used, also the 
hose wagon exhibited at the exposition, the 
cost of fitting up the new station and pay- 
ing all expenses for one year is put at 
$12,000 by the chief. 

The new No. ® station is a niwodern fire 
house strugture. Its interior is similar to 
that of all the other fire houses that Pave 
been built in the last two or three years. 
It is situated at a thickly populate] joint, 
two blocks from the Grand, ATAg0B and 
other handsome structures and residences 
on the north side.

they entered what they had been told was 
a small cavern in the side of a mountain 
to look for a moonshine distillery, said 
to be in operation there. Having, some 
trouble in finding the alleged still, they 
pushed on and suddenly found themselves 
in an immense underground passage. 

This they followed through winding 
roads, sharp turns, narrow passages and 
huge chambers for fully a mile and three- 
quarter¢, finding in that distance two good- 
sized moonshine distillery platits. After 
destroying these the officers concluded to 
return and prepare for a more thorough 
investigation. Wilson feels positive a long 
chain of underground distilleries is to be 
found there, as a great deal of moonshine 
whisky has been traced to this neighbor- 
hood for years, without the government 
agents being able to locate the point of 
manufacture. 

The cave discovered is a wonder and will 
itself bear exploration. There are indica- 
tions of its having been known to the moon- 
shiners for a long time, as they have put 
long ladders in places dfficult to ascend 
or descend and have widened narrow pas- 
sages by hewing out the solid rock. 

The place is admirably adapted for the 
purpose of moonshining and the protection 
of the outlaws, for at many points in the 
cavern a single man with a winchester 
rifle could defend the territory against the 
invasion ef a very large posse.

The plant is a shrub of Mexican origin, 
and its usual height is from two to three 
feet. The true flowers are small yellow 
blossoms, which make slight show, but the 
chief beauty of the poinsettia lies in the 
many leaf-like bracts, of a vivid scarlet, 
which surround these yellow flowers. The 
bracts are almost as large as the leaves of 
the plant, and of about the same shape. 
One “flower,” as it is commonly called, 
meaning thereby the cluster of tiny yellow 
blossoms with the bracts around them, 
grows on each stalk, and constitutes a 
plant by itself. The flower measures from 
six inches to a foot across, some varieties 
having double rows of the red bracts. If 
proper care is given &, a plant will ‘keep 
its blossom for a month, and remain fresh 
and bright looking dtring that time. It 
must be well-watered, and protected from 
cold draughts. After the flower has been 
cut the plant will bloom again if it is re- 
stored to the moist, artificial heat of the 
greenhouse. A florist would probably be 
most successful in producing this result. 
The cut flowers will keep fresh for about a 
week in a vase of water. 

The Georgia pine, with its huge but 
graceful plumes, the needles of which meas- 
ure a foot in length, is new and popular 
among this winter’s greens. Great branches 
are mercilessly cut from the t in the 
south, and shipped in’ ‘large quantities to 
this city, where they are broken up still 
further, if necessary, to suit the kind of 
decoration desired: The needles of the 
Georgia pine have a curious habit of 
growing directly from the branch along its 
entire length, thus forming a kind of sheath 
which almost hides the bark from view. 
In its general appearance a branch of the 
pine is not unlike some of the finer varie- 
ties of palma.

JOHN JAMES INGALLS 
AND SOME OTHERS. 


Ex-Senator Ingalls captured his Atlanta 
audience the other night as might have 
been expected. 

The eloquent Kansan always has some- 
thing to say, and he knows how to say it. 
Some people speak disparagingly of phrase- 
makers, but they make a great mistake. 

A felicitous or striking phrase often wins 
& great cause. Speakers and writers should 
study the art of putting things.- They 
should maintain their individuality, and 
then in the words of Sam Jones, “‘pull out 
the bung and let nature cut her caper.” 


Mr. Ingalls is scholarly and artificial, 
but he has studied stage effects, and his 
voice and manner’ are 
pleasing. He is the prince of phrase- 
makers, and can throw off pointed 
epigrams by the score in what Is appar 
ently a random talk. 

Perhaps he is Bryan’s superior on the 
lecture platform, but he never could have 
made Bryan’s famous convention speech. 

The man ‘from Nebraska has the enthusi- 
asm, as well as the courage of his cenvic- 
tiens, and his natural ardor sets his logic 
aflame. Ingalls, on the other hand, '!s so 
cynical that he hardly has any vonvic- 


tions at all, 


He builds up a stately © icinre of 
fancy and fact, and it glitters iike an ice 
palace in the sunlight, but it lacks the 
heat of genuine orat6ry.

Speaking, talking and writing are some- 
what intimately related, though there are 
speakers who are poor talkers and writers, 
talkers who can do nothing else, and 
writers who are clam-like [n_ their in- 
ability to say anything orally. 

Fashions and tastes differ so widely that 
it is not surprising to find.a popular 
speaker or writer.in one country cr sec- 
tion who is not very highly appreci:ted in 
another. 

Daniel Webster would not"have feen a 
poptlar orator in the west and south, for 
those sections in his generation admired 
such speakers as Clay, Marshall, Corwin, 
Prentiss and othérs whose passion and 
rhetoric were intense and high-flown. 

Some of the southern orators in the cld 
days did not please northern audtences. 
They were considered too glib and too 
mich addicted to the ranting style of elo- 
quence. Others, however, like Yancey, Fen 
Hill and Henry Grady, to sey nothing of. 
some now living, were as nuch applauded 
in New England as they were in the south. 

After all, it is hard to tell what con- 
stitutes a good speaker, talker vor writer. 

In recent years Finglish fashions and 
tastes have spread over this country, ad 
they have shaped our manner of speaking 
and writing to a great extent. 

The bow-wow orator is now reiegated to 
the back counties and the flowery writer 
is ruled out of the magazines and news- 
papers, 

Our speakers and writers sre beginning 
to appreciate the strength and »eauty of 
plain Enelish, but this does not i‘ghten 
their labor. It is just as important to 
point or polish or round a sentence of the 
simplest English as it was a gen2ration 
ago to construct long sentences like those 
of Gibbon and Sam Johnson. 


Ingalls, Ingersoll and a few others under- 
stand this, and, whether they write or 
speak, they show themselves masters of 
diction, and expert artists in the grouping. 
of graphic words,.. the construction of 
ohrases, and the general arrangement of 
their written or spoken discourses. 

But I maintain that we have, south of 
the Potomac, and. right here in Georgia, 
scores of men whose tengues and pens 
have no superiors in America. 

The names of many living men will 
suggest themselves to the readers cf this 
article, but 1 will not attempt to give even 
the beginning of a list. 

Henry Grady believed that the south had 
better preachers, lawyers, orators. lec- 
turers, journalists and writers than could 
be found anywhere else on the continent, 
and he was aciose student of men and 
affairs, and of art and literature. 

When he made his first speech in New 
York. before the New England Society, be 
told his friends at home thut he };-roposed 
to be yerfectly natural and stick to his 
routhern pronunciation and eaenerinrns, 
and not adopt nortnern fashions. 

Iie fvllowed this course and made a 
speech of wonderful beauty and power. 
It went ringing over the iand, and over 
the sea. and will go down in history as on 
epoch- -making speech.

WIIAT SPAIN HAS LEST. 


Tho only possessions now left to Spain 
besides Cuba are Puerto Rico, in the West 
Indies, and the Phillipines, in Oceanica. 


The tsinnd of Puerto Rico is more popu- 
lous than Cuba, quite as rich and produc- 
tive and almost as disaffected. The Span- 
ith government has been obliged to increase 
its forces there, for fear of an outbreak. 


There is a rebellion also in the Philli- 
pine islands; a state of affairs particularly 
unfortunate for Spain, es these tslands, 
well governed, might be made as valuable 
possessions as Cuba and Puerto Rico have 
been in the nast. 


The Phillipine islands sre well situated 
for commercs with American ond Chinese 
perts,. if means of ready communication 
were established. The principal islands are 
Luzon, Mindanao, Panay, Zebu. Bohol, 
Leyte, Samar, Negros, Masbate, Jolo, Solo 
and Sulu. The tetal area is 116,256 square 
miles and the populaticn something over 
7,000,000. The latitude of the archipelago 
is slightly lower, but the temperature about 
the same as that of Cuba, with fresh sea 
bieezes. The. islands, however, are not 
cons.dered healthy. Cold weather is un- 
known but tetrible hurricanes are of fre- 
quent occurrence. Diseases of the diges- 
tive organs are prevalent and Européan 
1esidents fall an easy prey to Asiatic chol- 
era. 


The Phillipines are high and mountatin- 
ous, with large tracts of virgin forest, and 
are chiefly remarkable for an enormous 
variety of natural products. There are 
rinety-nine different kinds of rice, indigo, 
Indian corn, cotton, cocoa, tobacco, wheat, 
coffee, sweet potatoes, honey, black pepper 
and other spices, orchil, brimstone, swal- 
low nests, tortoise shell, mother-of-pearl, 
wax, tar, logwood and innumerable kinds 
of fruits. There are also many precious 
woids and considerable ,unexploited min- 
eral wealth. 


The islands are inhabited almost entirely 
by native Malays and Chinese, with a 
sprinkling of half-hreeds and whites. The 
natives work at «cabinet making, hat- 
plaiting, weaving, embroidery, etc. The 
principal agricultural product is tobacco.

When If first struck The Constitution, as 
dry as a chip that is still too green te burn, 
about twelve years ago, I thought I had 
landed in paradise until I happened te miss 
a big news item, ahd then I found that 1 
had inadvertently pitched into purgatory.

of life, much as the ancient Britons were 
compelled to withdraw to the barren and 
inaccessible fastnesses. of Wales. Bome of 
their organs have. undergone considerable 
modification in .cerrespondence to the | 
changed conditions of their new habitats. 
Thus down to 900 fathoms their eyes have 
generally become enlarged, to make the 
best of the faint light which may possibly 
penetrate there. After 1,000 fathoms these 
organs are either ‘still further. enlarged, or 
so greatly reduced that in some species 
they disappear altogether and are replac- 
ed by enormously long feelers. The only 
light at great depths which would enable 
large eyes to be of any service is the phos- 
phorescence of deep sea animals. 

We know that at the surface this light Is 
often very powerful, and Sir Wyville 
Thomson has recorded one occasion on 
which the sea at. night was a “perfect 
blaze of phosphorescence, so strong that 
lights and shadows were thrown on the 
sails and it was easy to read the smallest 
point.”” It is thought possible by several 
naturalists that certain portions of the 
sea bottom may be as brilliantly iltum- 
ined by this sort of light as the streets cf 
a European city after sunset. Bome deep- 
sea fish have two parallel rows of small 
circular phosphorescent organs running 
along the whole length of their bodies, and 
as they glide through‘the dark waters of 
the profound abyases they must look like 
model mail ships with rows of shining 
portholes,

CITY BOND GONE ASTRAY. 


Fell Due in 1892 and Has Been Miss- 
ing Since That Time. 

The city council. will this afternoon make 
@n appropriation of $1,000 for the redemp- 
tion «<f a bond issued twenty-five years 
ago. For the last five years each succeed- 
ing council hag made thig appropriation, 
and the amount of money is at the com- 
mend of some person unknown to the city 
fathers. 

In 1872 the city of Atlanta issued one 
hundred bonds of $1,000 each, due in twen- 
ty years’ time, with interest at 8 per cent, 


and $99,000 of these bonds have been re- 
deemed. Ona other bond of $1,000 is still 


outstanding and has béén for five years. 
The interest on the bonds was made pay- 
able semi-annually. The. interest. on, the 


‘missing bond was paid up to the last cou- 


pon. This fell due on January 1,: 1892. -The 


face of the bond was due the same year. 


One thousand dollars has been réservéd 


for the.redemption of this missing bond, as. 


stated. Forty dollars, the last half year’s 
interest due on the bond, has been waiting 
for the coupon that calls for it for’ ther rast 
five years. 

It is in the power of the council to can- 
cel this bond if they feel that.it..is lost. 
This is not an infrequent occurrence; in 
fact, it is the case In nearly all cities 
where there are frequent bond issues. 

The wayward bond is No. 100, the last 
of the issue, and was made payable through 
the National Park bank, of New York 
city. 

In all probabilfty this bona will some day 
make its appearance. It is worth its face 
vaiue at any time and-anywhere. Some 
vault may hold it,.or it may be in the 
private papers of some one long dead. It 
may have been burned, or it may be at the 
bottom of the sea, but the city council 
believes that the missing bond issued in 
1872 is lost forever. 


FOUND GOLD ON HIS FAR®. 


A Western Farmer Who Becomes Rich 
After Years of Scratching. 
From The Chicago Tribune. 

There is a moment in the life of William 
H. Bryant, of Bedford, Ind., which vividly 
recalls the startling incidents of the mining 
excitement of ’49. In that moment he was 
made to realize that his half hundred ster- 
ile acres on which he had tried ‘in vain. to 
raise a reasonable crop of grain, was not 
an ordinary farm, but a hed of gold. 

Mr. Bryant’s farm is just at the out- 
skirts of the tiny hamlet of Bryantsville, 
which is ten miles southwest of Bedford. 
About half the farm is made up of rocky 
leges, with great bowlders that appear to 
have remained undisturbed for ages. 
Farmer Bryant, who has for many years 
worked early and late to get his stony field 
under cultivation, often noticed the flashes 
of light which came from the bowlders in 
the middle of the day when the rays of 
the sun fell upon them; but although he 


often wondered at this, it was not until | 


recently that he determined to make a 
careful investigation to ascertain -the 
cause. Then he found running through 
the rocks a series of streaks of a peculiar 
formation; in all the rock which covered 
the greater extent of his farm these metal- 
lic streaks were discernible. A week's la- 
bor and study convinced him that the veins 
contained copper, and in this belief the 
farmer loaded his wagon with the peculiar 
stones and rode off to Bedford. 

The foundrymen, however, were convinc- 
ed at the first glance that there was not 
even a suggestion of copper in the ore. Not 
at all satisfied with this opinion Mr. Bry- 
ant decided to see a local mineralogist. ° 

Into the office of this specialist the farm- 
er walked with undecided step, feeling half 
hearted after his reception at the foundry. 
He presented a chunk of the rock. ‘‘What 
is this, anyway?” he asked. 

“Gold,”’ exclaimed the mineralogist. 

The minute that followed this announce- 
ment was the most eventful one in the life 
of Mr. Bryant. As he explained afterward, 
he knew from the manner in which the one 
word “gold” was uttered that the speaker 
meant it. 

“Yes, it’s gold,”” he repeated, as Mr. Bry- 
ant grasped his arm unable to. spéak. 
“Where did it come from?’ 

But Mr. Bryant was in no mood for ex- 
planations. He asked if there were not 
some regular test that could be made that 
would determine beyond doubt the presence 
of gold. He was told that there was, and 
the regular tests followed. an hour Mr. 
Bryant knew the result—tHh&t there was 
gold in the stone, and that his entire farm 
was in all probability a rich mine of the 
precious metal. 

So Mr. Bryant, who had gone into the 
little office a poor man, walked out a mine 
owner. It was quite natural that Bryant 
should desire to keep his treasure 9 secret, 
so there are few bevond his immediate fam- 
ily who know of its existence. 

Although mining, in the full sense of the 
term, has not yet ween begun, and must 
wait until the arrival of expensive and 
complicated machinery, the work of making 
Mr. Bryant a Monte Christo has. already 
commenced for what may be called surface 
mining is being done in the way of collect- 
ing all tho loose quartz that is Scattered 
about.

There Are Two States Which Make It 
in Large Quantities. 

It is one of the strange facts of commerce 
that nearly all the limburger cheese sold in 
this coumtry is made here and not imported 
from Germany, says The New York Tri- 
bune. Wisconsin turns out a considerable 
quantity, but the bulk of the finest lim- 
burger comes from Jefferson county, on the 
shores of the St. Lawrence, and, shipped 
to New York, is eaten as the genuine Ger- 
man article even by serious-minded Teu- 
tons, who are gourmands when it comes to 
cheese. 

Though not a big industry, it fs a profit- 
able one, and a good many farmers up in 
that end of the state own half a dozen, or 
even more, little limburger factories, each 
employing several men and keeping busy 
all the year round. Wisconsin is New 
York’s only competitor in this line, and by 
a mutual agreement the manufacturers 
have divided the country, the Wisconsin 
men taking all the west and the New 
Yorkers the entire east. In this way each 
manages to sell at a good profit, just low 

enough to compete with the German 
cheese coming into the country. In the 
markets of this city New York limburger 
sells at an average price of 12 cent a pound. 
The foreign makes cannot be brought over 
here for less than 16 or 17 cents, and so it 
follows that even the cheese of this variety 
served in the foreign restaurants and 
bought in the German shops comes from 
American cows. 

Just why there are only two regions in 
this country were limburger can be suc- 
cessfully produced is something the farm- 
ers do not know, and no one has been able 
to find out. Experiments have been tried 


in failure. All that is certain is that there 
is some peculiarity in the grass of Wiscon- 
sin and northwestern New York that gives 
the milk precisely the right chemical prop- 
erties for limburger. In New York the 
right sort of grazing ground does not ex- 
tend much beyond the boundaries of Jeffer- 
son county. Exactly the same curious 
freak of nature and vegetation is to be 
noticed in Ohio. There the farmers can 
turn out Swiss cheese equal in quality to 
any that the continent 6f Europe can pro- 
duce. But the Ohio cows will not give 
limburger milk any more than the Jeffer- 
son county, New York, cows will give Swiss 
cheese milk. Each section thus has a com- 
fortable little trade of its own and is se- 
cure against competition. 

The making of limburger is a complicated 
matter, the process taking six weeks. Un- 
like most cheesees, limburger is not pressed, 
and.it is only heated up to 90 @egrees or

UNSURPASSED IN DEVOTION. 


Some of the Remarkable Characteris- 
tics of Dogs. 


From The London Spectator. 

A London coachman, who for years had 
charge of a large and beautiful stable of 
superb carriage horses, told the writer that 
@ carriage dog owned by his master invari- 
ably ran beneath the pole chains the mo- 
ment the carriage started, and would make 
the circuit of the park several times with- 
out moving more than a few inches from 
his place, the three animals—two horses 
and the dog—moving like a machine. Curi- 
ously enough, the dog chose his particular 
horse to live and sleep with in the stable, 
when traveling and in inn stables, it 
mounted guard over this horse’s box, and 
would allow no strange hostier or groom 
to approach it. 

Greyhounds also learn to run with traps. 
It was the custom for sporting farmers in 
East Anglia to drive to market with a pair 
of these dogs, either running with their 
heads just beneath the tail-board, or one 
on either siie of the cart. Their pace was 
a trot,’step for step with the horse. The 
use of carts and carriages for locomotion 
is much more readily learned by dogs than 
the art of keeping safe among traffic. 
Sporting dogs soon learn to like being driv- 
en to the shooting ground. When acocus- 
tomed to this they will jump the moment 
the tail-board is lowered, and curl up un- 
der the seat and show great discontent it 
not offered a place. But nearly all are 
singularly dull at devising any means for 
safe descent when the drive is over. They 
usually make a violent spring to the 
ground, often when the cart has scarcely 
stopped, and fractured forelegs are a fre- 
quent result. 

Trains present far less difficulty to them. 
Though cccasionally afraid of the rush and 
noise of the cars, they soon learn to de 
light in traveling by rafl—if allowed to ac- 
company their masters. They rush in the 
moment the door is opened, and some dogs, 
notably those which are accustomed to 
comfortable drawing rooms and soft car- 
pets, will always select a first-class car- 
riage in preference to a wooden-seated 
‘third.”” But though they have learned to 
reckon with the speed of a carriage, ana 
become so fond of railway traveling that 
“railway dogs’’ who travel by choice and 
alone dre quite common—there is a “Ryde 
to Portsmouth” dog, too, which travels by 
boat, and begs pennies for buns—no dog, 
and, we believe, no domesticated animal, 
has ever learned to judge the speed of a 
train. When once on the line, they seem, 
in this country, quite unconscious of dan- 
ger. If the train is moving at the rate 
of from five to twelve miles an hour, they 
get out of the way; but a pack of hounds 
on a railway lire, even if they are not in 
full cry, are always cut to pieces by the 
first fast train which overtakes them. The 
first thing which the driver does when he 
sees, them is to shut off steam. This 
makes the engine noiseless, but the whole 
train rushes on, plainly visible, but with 
absolutely no terror for hounds, who seem 
to look on the swift, silent thing as perfect- 
ly harmless. If it were a corn wagon or 
a puffing traction engine, they would get 
out of the way.

THE SITUATION. 


SAYS. OUTLOOK IS BRIGHT 


On the Rifle iisies and in Camp Nor- 
then They Are Looking Forward to a 
Great Time,.Which Will Not Only Be 
a Recreation for Them but Also a 
Training School—Captain Hollis Says 
That the Gate City Guard Will Not Be 
Behind in Either the Rifle Practice or 
the Camping and They Expect To Show 
the Other Companies What Constitutes 
Fine Drilling. 


Captain J. B. Hollis, of the Gate City 
Guard, is one of the oldest as well as one 
of the leading military men of the city. He 
was a member of the guard at the time of 
its reorganization’ in 1876, and served with 
that company until he resigned to organize 
the Atlanta Zouaves. His success with that 
company is a matter of recora. 

Suffice it to cay that he soon brought it 
up to a high standard and made it known 
all over the state. He has been with the

with the state service. 

In speaking of the military situation and 
of what is likely to be done during the 
coming year Captain Hollis said: 

Military Outlook Is Bright. 

“The outlook for the Georgia militia 
during the ensuing year is-very bright. 
As is well known, the legislature has in- 
creased the appropriation from $15,000 to 
$25,000, and this means much to the boys. 
It means that we will have overcoats and 
blankets, and if we are now calied out on 
any special work we can go and feel that 
we will not freeze to death or contract an 
attack of pneumonia. 

“On the rifle range it is probable that 
a great work will be done. ‘To my mind, 
next to properly drilling and equipping a 
company, there is nothing so important 
as for the men to learn the proper use ‘of 
the rifle. It teaches them that the militia 
is not a plaything and wins confidence of 
the people in the militia, gives the officers 
confidence in their men and gfves the men 
confidence in themselves. 

“The Guard has a team which I think 
will do great things on the range. It is 
composed of the very best material in the 
company which could be utilized, and is 
being coached by Mr. W. B. Burpitt, who 
is probably the second best shot in the 
state, and who is a member of our com- 
pany. The troops will go intd camp next 
summer, and from the present outlook the 
encampment will be a greater success than 
it has ‘ever been before. The Guard will 
go in company with the other battalions 
of the fifth regiment, and ff intentions 
count for anything we will show our 
brother companies what constitutes fine 
drilling and good discipline.” 

Will Buy New Uniforms. 

At @ recent meeting of the Gate City 
Guard it was decided that all of the old 
uniforms should be relegated to the rear 
and new ones bought. The old. uniforms 
have been in service for several years and 
many: of them have become ragged and 
worn. In view of these facts, it was de- 
cided that the company’s money which is 
in the treasury will be invested in new and 
up-to-date uniforms. 

A committee has been appointed to look 
after the matter and to accept bids from 
those firms in the country which make a 
specialty of making uniforms.

European Women.

According to Les Annales, the empress 
of Austria smokes.from thirty to forty 
cigarettes a day.

‘In France,” Les Annales continues, “the 
association-of men and women in all kinds 
of sports has been the cause of a greater 
degree of intimacy, and has browght us 
to accept the cigarette, whose use is ex- 
tending among young women of the most 
exclusive circles. Even the most critical 
no longer protest when two rosy lips send 
out a few puffs of smoke between a couple 
of games of tennis. Besides, our grand- 
mothers loved tobacco. The duchess of 
Chartres and the duchess of Bourbon, un- 
der Louis XIV even went so far as to 
smoke pipes; yes, pipes, my dears. And 
in the ‘Letters of a Traveler’ we read that 
George Sand always kept tobacco on hand 
for her own personal use. 

“In all times Spanish women have 
smoked, and not only cigarettes, but ci- 
gars. Marbou, in his ‘Memoirs,’ tells’ us 
this without mincing matters. And they 
smoke in England and the United States, 
although in the latter country it is only 
recently that women have begun to use 
tobacco. There was a story in’ Gil Blas 
not long ago to the effe~* that three young 
girls in Louisville, Ky., were seen smoking 
by a policeman and were arresteé. The 
judge, alt h recognizing that the ac-
